That it is a flagrant distortion of the elec- 
tion returns to pretend that the Republican 
gains mean a mandate for slowing down the 
New Deal is most clearly proven by the fact 
that wherever the Republicans got the popu- 
lar vote, they could do it only by out-New 
Dealing the New Deal.

Instead, the modification of the people for 
greater security, strengthened New Deal 
legislation, more speed ahead against Wall 
Street monopoly. That is what has to be 
made clear to Congress right now. 

Labor and progressive organizations have 
the job now of letting Congress know that 
they are watching its proceedings, that they 
will not stand idly by while the nation’s wel- 
fare is trampled on by those who are now 
scheming to Hooverize the country under the 
mask of “revision” of social legislation. Con- 
gress must hear the demands of the people.
